Counsel in New Haven Inquiry 
Says He Didn’t Want to 
Remain, Anyway. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Charles 58S. 
Mellen, former president of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, 
will testify tomorrow before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission in its in- 
quiry into the New Haven's affairs, 
notwithstanding earlier indications that 
the inquiry might be ended lest immun- 
ity. be given witnesses. This was an- 
nounced by Joseph W, Folk, chief coun- 
sel for the commission, after a stirring 
conference with Attorney-General Mc- 
Reynolds. 

Following adjournment of the hearing 
early in the day until next Monday. 
Folk and Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioner McChord went to the Attorney- 
Generai’s office, where Senator Kern of 
Indiana and Senator Norris of Nebraska 
had preceded them. Witbin a few min- 
utes McChord and Folk left the confer- 
ence showing evidences of excitement. 

fnvestigation to Go Ahead, 

After the conference Senator Norris, 
author of the resolution which insti- 
tuted the New Haven inquiry, went to 
Folk..made this 
statement: 

‘We are going right ahead with this 
investigation and Mr. Mellen and direc- 
tors of. the New Haven will be put on 
the stand, We are going to bring out 
the truth—the whole truth—no matter 
whom it hits and whom it hurts.’’ 

Senator Norris said: 

“In my judgment nothing has devel- 
oped that should change the commis- 
sion’s program. I see no reason why 
it should not push the case to the fin- 
Wh and put Mr. Mellen and the others 
on the stand. It is a matter of justice 
to the people that every fact in connec- 
tion with the rotten operations that 
went on for years should be brought 
out,”’ 

Folk was asked why he left the con- 
ference -at McReynolds’ office. When 
he hesitated about replying Senator Nor- 
ris said: 

“Well, I will tell you. He and Com- 
missioner McChord left because they 
practically were asked to do so by the 
Attorney-General. ? 

“Didn’t Care to ey Lor eem 

Folk smiled and remarked: 

“As the Senator has told you that, I 
will add that the conduct of Mr. Mc- 
Reynolds was such that we did not 
care to remain.” 

At the present time it is the inten- 
tion to proceed tomorrow with the ex- 
amination of Mr. Mellen. That is the 
judgment of the commission and that 
probably will be the procedure. 

At the outset of the conference in Mc. 
Reynold’s office, the Attorney-General 
declared that the whole matter wag 
within control of the commission. 
Reference was made to suggestions 
that the examination of Mellen and di- 
rectors of the New Haven might give 
them immunity from prosecution by the 
Department of Justice. 

McReynolds then read a letter sent 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
yesterday, in which he suggested that 
the commisston carefully consider the 
effect of the examination of Melien and 
others. om any criminal prosecution 
which the Government might desire 
hereafter to institute. 

He then said his letter expressed fully 
and clearly the position in the matter 
he always had maintained; that the 
question. was within the control of the 
commission and that he was content 
that it should determine upon and pur- 
sue whatever course it thought  hect

POLICE FIND GIRL 


WHO WAS KIDNAPED 


WOMAN CONFESSES 


Hellas, Matler, Who Was Ab- 
ducted From Carr Park, Re- 
covered in Granite City. 


Hellas Matier, 4-year-old daughter of 
A. B. Matler of 1237 North Sixteenth 
street, who disappeared mysteriously 
from Carr Park Sunday evening, was 
found in Granite City at noon Wednes- 


day by St. Louis detectives. Shelton 
Cobb and his wife, Josie Savage Cobb, 
were arrested and brought back to St. 
Louis after the wife confessed she had 
kidnaped the child because she resem- 
bled a daughter who had died in Kansas 
City. | 

Mrs. Cobb, in a statement to the de- 
tectives, also implicated Peter King 
She was walking in Carr Park with 
Cobb and King at 9:30 p. m., she said, 
when she saw the child and was seized 
with a sudden impulse to possess her. 
She said she grabbed the child in her 
arms and hurried away from the park. 

Went to Granite City. 

With Cobb and the child she boarded a 
McKinley car and went to Granite City, 
where the three spent Sunday night at 
the Royal Hotel. King, she said, re- 
mained in St. Louis. 

On Monday, she said, she moved to 
BIA Twenty-first street, where she 
had remained until arrested. When de- 
tectives fourd her at that address, the 
missing girl was sitting upon her knee, 
apparently contented. , 

Detectives then went to the Ameri- 
can Steel Foundry, where Cobb is em- 
ployed, and arrested him. Cobb and his 
wife were taken to the Granite City 
Jail, where they waived extradition and 
were brought to St. Louis on a McKin- 
ley car. The child also was taken to 
police headquarters. 

Matler and his wife, assisted by neigh- 
bors and the police, had searched every- 
where in the vicinity of their home and 
Carr Park, without result, for the girl. 
The first clew was furnished to the po- 
lice Tuesday night by William K. Her- 
zog of 1947 D street, Granite City. 

Herzog told the police he had seen a 
young woman and young man board a 
McKinley car at North Market street 
about 9:30 p. m. Sunday with a little gir! 
who answered the description of . the 
missing child. He said he followed them 


{when they left the car at Granite City 


and watched their efforts to obtain a 
room. He described the couple. 

‘ Detectives immediately began working 
on the clew, with the result that two of 
them, who were in Granite City Wednes. 
day, discovered the missing girl in the 
custody of Mrs. Cobb. 

Mother Hysterical With Joy. 

When Mrs. Matler, at her home, was 
told the child had been found she sank 
into a chair, almost in ‘a faint and 
would have fallen to the floor but for 
women neighbors who ran to her. She 
wept and laughed by turns, the good 
news having caused her to become hys- 
terical. 

Matier, who was almost equally af- 
fected, hurried from the house to go to 
the police station for verification of the 
reported finding of the child.

Lazarus does not dispute this point. 
He’s been one for 27 years. 
you, he is more than a cattleman at 
present and always was more than & 
cattleman. Being a cattleman was sort 
of a side line for Lazarus. He also has 
been in the wholesale dry goods busi- 
ness, in the mercantile business, a rail- 
road receiver, a railroad president, a 
cement manufacturer and, last, but not 
least, he frequently acts as Mayor of 
St. Louis—the Fourth City. 

The Johnston Printing and Advertis- 
ing Co. of Dallas, Tex., recently pub- 
lished a “History of the Cattlemen of 
Texas.'’ It was bound in leather, hand- 
tooled and lettered in gold. 

Lazarus signed a contract in which he 

agreed to pay the publishers $100 to in- 
clude his photograph and biography in 
the book. 

The publishers mailed a copy of the 
book to Lazarus. After considerable ef- 
fort he discovered his photograph on 
the next-to-the-back page of the book, 
buried In a group of other photographs 
of various men. And under the phote- 
graphs was his “biography’’—explana- 
tory in a way-—for it read: “Sam Laza- 
rus, one of the cattlemen.’*

WASHINGTON, May 13—Two more 
deaths, but both of them accidental, 
have been added to the list of Ameri- 
can fatalities in Vera Cruz, making the 
total 21 to date.

FEARED 


PITAL CRISIS 


Renewed Efforts Made to Get All 
Possible Americans Out of 
Mexico City. 


VERA CRUZ, May 13.—Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Funston need fear no trouble along 
his outer lines if a letter sent into the 
city last night by Gen. Rubio Navarrete, 
in command of the advanced positions 
of the Mexicans, is a true indication of 
the attitude. 

Gen. Navarfrete addressed the editor 
of a local newspaper, Los Suceso, re- 
garding the reported movement by his 
forces against Vera Cruz. 

“I beg that you deny this news,’’ said 
Gen. Navarrete, ‘‘since, in acordance 
with orders which we have received, all 
offensive movements have been stopped 
while the armistice lasts.”’ 

The Americans are informed regard- 
Ing the position of the Mexicans in the 
vicinity of their outposts and know rea- 
sonably well their strength. So weak 
ave they at present that the staff has 
felt no uneasiness regarding the out- 
come of any aggression, but they have 
feared somewhat the complication 
which might follow the harrassing of 
their lines by small bodies of troops. 

Fears of Capital Crisis. 

Gen. Navarrete’s assurances, although 
not reaching the. American headquarters 
in official form, have served to convince 
Gen. Funston that there is no intention 
to precipitate trouble at this quarter. 
There does exist here, however, a vague 
apprehension of important developments 
at the capital. Staff officers appear con- 
v.nced that Provisional President Huerta 
must face a crisis within a few days. 

it appears improbable that the rebeis 
will be in a position to attack the capi- 
tal for many days and perhaps weeks, 
but there is a growing “eeling of unrest 
among the residents and a few high 
officers in the army now stationed at 
Mexico City are said to have been mani- 
festing signs of unwillingness to con- 
tinue supporting a man whom they re- 
gard as already defeated and with whose 
policy they do not fully agree. 

Stories that Gen. Huerta is strength- 
ening the city against attack continue 
to arrive, and some are that he is for- 
certain positions and erecting 
wire entanglements. He has withdrawn 
to the capital more men of his army, 
taking troops, it is said, even from the 
districts between the capital and Vera 
Cruz. 

Gen. Maas hie established headquar- 
ters at*’Cordoba and many of his field 
pieces, which a week ago he had as 
far south at Pacho Del Macho, have 
been moved north to Cofdoba.. 

No mofe troops, so far as can be as- 
certgined here, have been moved in the 
direction of the American position. 

Only 3000 Mexicans Near. 

The Mexican outposts, while chiefly of 
a detached character, are almost in 
sight of the American lines, but it is 
reasonably certain that the total num- 
ber of Mexican troops within striking 
distance is less than 3000 men. 

In view of the undefinable fear that 
sharp developments at the capital may 
be of a character to increase the danger 
of Americans there, the American Con- 
sul here has renewed his efforts to get 
out, as soon as possible, as many as he 
can. A train due.today is reported to 
have a considerable’ number of Ameri- 
cans aboard. 

The postal authorities are considerinx 
bringing back to Vera Cruz .the big pile 
of mail which is now being soaked in 
daily rains at the gap in the railroaé. 
The bags of maiL intended for Mexicu 
City and other inner points, delivered 
to the Mexicans some days ago, are as 
vet unmoved and the Vera Cruz posta’ 
authorities may reopen them and dis- 
tribute the contents, so far as possible, 
among the Mexicans and the _ repre- 
sentatives of Mexico City houses who 
have come here.

Writes to Post-Dispatch That 
Letters, Full.of Apprehension 
Dishearten Men. 


Charles J. Tucker of Perryville, Mo., 
a seaman on the battleship Minnesota 
at Vera Cruz, writing to the Post-Dis- 
patch under date of May 5, urges par- 
ents to send words of encouragement 
and not expressions of apprehension for 
safety when writing to their sons who 
are with the navy in Mexican waters. 
‘Parents should not write letters of 
pity and worry to their sons,’’ he writes. 
“They only dishearten the. boys by tell- 
ing them they are afraid they will be 
killed and that they never expect to see 
them again. Tell them you will bake a 
nice pie or chocolate cake when they 
come home on their furloughs. They 
will enjoy that a great deal more. 
Then, if you don’t get a letter for a few

“Brave When 20 Miles Away.”

‘when they are 20 miles from a soldier 
or a sailor.”’ 

Other interesting portions of Tucker's 
letter follow: 

“They tried to slip something over on 
us by putting guns and ammunition into 
coffins, which they carried along the 
street as though they were having a 
very. sad funeral. ._A sailor got wise. He 
said the ‘spigs’ were limping instead 
of weeping, so he took a chance and 
found a lot of guns and ammunition in 
the coffins. The women placed ammu- 
nition tnto the bread they baked and 
sent it to their men. 

“Tt was a sad parting when the Mon- 
tana sailed for New York with our 17 
heroes. All ships had their men lined 
up to view and respect our dead. All 
ships’ bands played ‘Nearer, My God, 
to Thee,’ and our national airs. Our 
colors were at half-mast, but the boys 
are still ready to fight and avenge the 
deaths of their mates. 

Prison Has Torpedoes, 

“The Minnesota .could have been 
blown up by torpedoes from the prison, 
which had four torpedoes, five warheads 
and two revolving tubes, 
eight and twelve inch guns had their 
eyes on them and would have sent over 
a little hot steel and a little gun cotton 
for company. This prison besrs a hard 
name. Maximilian was killed at this 
place.”

JO'SHAUGHNESSY 


GIVES INSIDE FACTS 
70 PRESIDENT 


O’Shaughnessy in “Delightful 
Hour’’ Tells President Patience 
ls Considered Timidity. 

By Wire From the bh en Ba- 


reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 18..— Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, Charge d’Affaires of | 
the United States Embassy at Mexico 
City until President Huerta gave his 
passports to him, conferred for an hour 
last night with President Wiison. It is 
understood he told the President frankly 
that patience in dealing with the Mex- 
ican situation was regarded by the Mex- 
icans as vaccillation and timidity, and 
that vigorous action was the one thing 
they could understand. The diplomat, 
on leaving the White House, was smil- 
ing. 

“Do you think, under the existing con- 
ditions, that the factions now there can 
get together and establish a stable gov- 
ernment?’ he was asked as he left the 
White House. 

“No, I do not,” he replied. “Not un- 
less some strong man is selected and 
the United States gets lack of him. 

“There is absolutely no truth in the 
reports that I am in disfavor in Wash- 
ingtan,”’ he added. “I’ve just spent an 
hour with the President—a most delight- 
ful. hour. You can notice that I am 
neither upset nor nervous.” 

Whole Problem Discussed. 

The President and O'Shaughnessy can- 
vassed the entire Mexican problem. The 
personalities of the principal actors were 
dwelt upon at length by the diplomat, 
the President listening attentively. The 
ramifications of Mexican politics and 
their application to the existing situa- 
tion also was thoroughly < one over. 

Gen. Huerta naturally was portrayed 
to the President at more length than 
any other official now holding the cen- 
ter of the stage. O’Shaughnessy de- 
clared the dictator had nothing what- 
soever to do with the Tampico incident, 


peither directly or indirectly. 


“I was out driving with Gen. Huerta 
in his automobile on the day the ulti- 
matum was issued by Admiral Mayo,”’ 
he said, “and when an orderly handed 
him the message the delivery of the note 
was the first intimation he had of it. 
He appeared to be greatly put out.’ 

O'Shaughnessy also disabused the 
President’s mind of any idea he might 
have entertained that Huerta would re- 
sign. He pictured the dictator as en- 
tirely fearless, vindictive in character 
and a fatalist, who believed in his lucky 
star. Huerta is a man of iron char- 
acter, according to O'Shaughnessy, and 
a fighter who does not know the word 
“quit.” — 

“He drinks, yes,."’ said the diplomat in 
response to a reporter’s question, “but 
he is never drunk. He drinks much like 
the nervous and overworked broker or 
business man here in America who finds 
it necessary to get four or five drinks 
into his system in the morning before 
he feels just fit. And Huerta can hold 
an awful lot.’’ 

“Watchful Walting Over.” 

O’Shaughnessy declined to admit di- 
rectly that he had counseled more vig- 
orous action in dealing with the Mexi- 
can crisis. He said smilingly that his 
pinion had been asked and had been 
freely and frankly given, and added, 
parenthetically, that he believed “‘watch- 
ful waiting was over.” He appeared 
entirely satisfied on leaving the White 
House that the President’s program 
was made up and that it would be fol- 
lowed without deviation from now on. 

The diplomat vigorously denied that 
he was to be transferred, so far as he 
knew, to any other post. This was in- 
timated because of the reported belief 
of the administration t at he was by far 
too friendly with Huerta and that his 
return to Mexico City would be im- 
practicable. 

“The President was delishtful.”’ said 
O'Shaughnessy, ‘‘and he very graciously 
thanked me for my services in the Mex- 
ican capital. I still am the Charge 
d’Affaires of the United states Embassy 
and thus far have not heard that I am 
to be separated from that position. I 
am on leave, but under orders.’ 

Louis d’Antin, the Consular Clerk, who 
remained in Mexico City to care for the 
American Embassy’s property, and to 
look after American interests, was high- 
ly praised by O’Shaughnessy He made 
no attempt to conceal his concern when 
the question of d’Antin’s danger at the 
present time was broached, 

“He is impetuous and pugnacious,” he 
said, ‘‘and has made many cnemies :n 
the capital. The son of a French no- 
bleman, he became a naturalized Ameri- 
can citizen and married a Mexican yom- 
an, the daughter of a former Governor 
of Chihuahua. Despite his Mexican con- 
nection, he is an ardent American. and 
his defense of anything and everything 
American has won htm many and dan- 
gerous enemies. He is now in the Bra- 
zilian Embassy, [I understand, and in 
no immediate peril.”

Wilson told a delegation of oil company

NEW ODORLESS GARBAGE 
PLANT READY IN JUNE 


City Not to Suffer if Injunction 
Against Our Reduction 


Works Is Sustained. 
President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements said, Wednesday, that 
the new garbage reduction plant will be 
ready in June and if the injunction, 
granted Tuesday in Edwardsville, 
against operation of the old plant at 
Stallings, Lll., became effective the city 
would not be embarrassed. If neces- 
sary, the garbage will be moved, com- 
mencing Saturday, to the old dumping 
ground about 30 miles down the river, 
and held there until the completion, 
next month, of the new plant at Prairie 
Dupo creek, one mile below the city on 
the Illinois side.of the Mississippi River. 
President Kinsey and Associate Presi- 
dent Rolfe inspected the new plant, 
Tuesday afternoon, and expressed their 
belief that St. Louis garbage would be 
disposed of in the most up-to-date es- 
talishment of the kind in the country. 
The plant stands on a site containing 
500 acres to which a sidetrack is run 
from the Iron Mountain Railroad. Gar- 
bage will be conveyed on barges through 
the creek to the plant where machinery 
will elevate it to the top of the build- 
ing. Once inside there will be no odor. 
The garbage will be cooked into solid 
fertilizer and grease.

Slayer of Man Got Poison 
in New Orleans Jail. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., May 13.—The 
grand jury today is trying to learn how 
Miss Augusta Edwards obtained the an- 
tiseptic tablets with which she ended 
her life in jail here.

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SALARIES ARE VOTED TO 
CLAYTON CITY OFFICIALS 


Aldermen Fix Taxes at 25 Cents 
on $100 and Agree Mayor 
Should Get $300. 

A tax rate of 25 cents on the $100 as- 
sessed valuation was fixed in an ordi- 
nance introduced in the Board of Alder- 
men at Clayton Tuesday night. It was 
estimated this would produce a revenue 
of $6980.80, which, with $1000 additionai 
to be obtained from licenses, would 
bring the total revenue to about $8000. 
It was agreed that $1500 should 
appropriated for fire plugs and $1000 fo- 
the Fire Department. As this tax rate 
will produce an abundance of revenue. 
the Aldermen deduced it would be un-

The City 
Engineer will get $900 a year: Clerk, 
$480; Marshal, $240; Health Department, 
$150; Treasurer, $50, while $500 was ap- 
propriated for incidentals. 

The city will receive from the countrr 
road fund 65 per cent of the amount paid 
to this fund by Clayton property own- 
ers. This will amount to $5200, whic 
will be expended on the roads and 
streets.

As the club could not arrange 
a performance on such short notice it 
means that no boxing will be offered 
at the Coliseum later. The building 
is booked solid for the remainder of 
the month, according to Robinson. 

“Il wrote a letter to Henry Blod- 
ga Mondayy’.said Robinson to the 

ost-Dispatch, “saying that the N. 
A®C. could have the building May 14 
or %6 but that the club would have to 
notify us immediately if either date 
was desired. As no reply was re- 
ceived, workmen have already begun 
to install fixtures in the building for 
a gas convention at the Coliseum next 
week. 

“We offered the building to the N. 
A. C. provided a flat rate of $350 rent- 
al was paid, the payment to be made 
in advance of the show. We wrote to 
Mr. Blodgett, as the building company 
has been doing no business with Frank 
Bishop.” 


No Renewal Asked For. 


When asked if the N. A, C. had 
made application for a renewal of the 
League, Robinson replied that it had 
not.

NEW BUDGET BIL 


Delegates Start New Measure 
on Its Way When Council 
‘Returns the Old One. 


SPECIAL MEETINGS CALLED 


House to Meet Today and To- 
morrow; Signing of Tax Rate 
_ Bill Is Postponed. 


Instead of ending the tangle over the 
appropriation bill, the House of Dele- 
gates Tuesday night started a second 


budget measure on its course, and post- 
poned signing of the $2.35 tax rate bill 
until Friday. City employes will not 
get their April pay until June as a result 
of this move. 

The Council sent the.old budget back 
to the House in the afternoon with an 
opinion from City Counselor Baird to 
the effect that it was. the duty under 
parliamentary rubes, for the House, 
making the first amendment to a bill, to 
ask for a conference in case.of a dis- 
agreement. Notwithstanding this opin-’ 


unanimously to send the old bill-back to 
the Council for the third time.. 
Chairman McCarthy. of the Ways and 
Means Committee said the Council had 
made the first amendment of the bill 
by adding the Coliseum and Payne tract 
items after the joint committees of 
both branches had agreed upon a bill, 
and were therefore bound even under 
Baird’s opinion to seek a conference or 
file the bill after a disagreement. 

Second Budget Bill Introduced. 

McCarthy introduced a second budget 
measure Tuesday, and the House will 
meet Wednesday morning and Friday 
afternoon to give it three readings and 
pass it in time for the next meeting of 
the Council Friday afternoon at 4:30 
o'clock. 

The McCarthy budget includes $150,- 
000 for the remoyal of ashes and rub- 
bish instead of the $150,000 Coliseum 
item favored by the Council. It also 
includes the $75,000 Payne tract item 
favored by the Counci, and omits the 
$16,000 item‘*for elevating houses at Tow- 
er Grove grade crossing which was rec- 
ommended by Comptroller Player and 
approved by the Council. 

Councilman John F. Hines, Democrat, 
who is in the house moving business, 
asked House Democrats to omit the 
$16,000 item in order that his profession 
might make contracts with the house 
owners to do the work privately. 

The tax rate bill already passed by 
both bodies will die May 2%, the last 
date on which the new rate may be 
fixed under a charter provision, unless 
Speaker Gazzolo signs the measure. In 
response to a vote of the House, Gaz- 
zOlo twice has refused to sign, and it is 
Teported that Law Department officia)s 


Supreme Court’s Decision. 

The Missouri Supreme Court once held 
the signing of bills in St. Louis to he 
merely a ministerial duty on the part of 
a presiding officer, which he could be 
compelled to perform by mandamus pro- 
ceedings in the courts. This decision 
was overruled by the Supreme Court 
and it was held to be a legislative func- 
tion instead of a ministerial act, which 
the presiding officer could determine at 
his will without interference from the 
courts. 

Mayor Kiel said he has not asked the 
Law Department for an opinion on the 
point, and will not consider it unless 
necessity arises. The new rate may be 
established before the fourth Monday 
in May, and fatling that, the rate for 
the previous year becomes effective. 
The old rate was $2.22, which is 8 cents 
less than the rate recommended by 
Comptroller Player and 18 cents less

FACTORIES ARE NOT 
SMOKING ANY MOR 


Hoffman Tells Mayor Railroad 
Locomotives Also Have Re- 
formed to Some Extent. 


William A. Hoffman, city smoke in- 
spector, stated in his annual report to 
the Mayor, which has just been made 
public, that the last fiscal year was the 


most active one thus far recorded in the 
prosecution of violators of the smoke 
ordinances. He said great progress had 
been made in enforcing the law as to 


it has lately been difficult for the smoke 
inspectors to find evidence to warrant 
them in bringing a prosecution against 
a factory.’ 

Hoffman stated, in his report, that 
some complaints as to inactivity on the 
part of his department had been made, 
but he declared the record shows this 
charge not to be well founded. 

During the last fiscal year, Hoffman 
stated, his inspectors made 34,928 ob- 
servations of railroad smoke, and 871 
observations of stacks. The number of 
letters written to individuals and firms, 
warning them of prosecution for violat- 
ing’ the smoke ordinance, was 4178, and 
the number of cases taken to police 
court Was 249. In 184 cases police court 
summons were issued and in 90 of these 
cases fines were imposed. There were 
§ acquittals and in the remaining % 


basis of obedience to the ordinance. 
Hoffman stated that, while the great- 
est progress had been in regard to fac- 
tories, satisfactory progress was also 
being made as to railroad smoke. Sixty- 
one per cent of all locomotives entering 
the city are fitted with consumers, he 
said, and this includes nearly all the 
locomotives of the Terminal Association.

Jingoes and fire-eaters may rest assured that if 
mediation fails and “On to Mexico” becomes the 
order of the day, what has gone before in the 
way of forcible intervention will be no criterion 
of what is to come. Those who think that, be- 
cause Gen. Mass left Vera Cruz to its fate, so 
that we took it with a score or so of casualties, 
the Mexicans are cowards and will-not fight, are 
destined to be undeceived. The march to Mexico 
City will be no mere summer’s day jaunt. 

And, before the war thus begun can be ended, 
horrors may crowd on horrors until even the 
fingoes are satiated. There will be neither time 
nor opportunity for ceremonial display and funer- 
al.orations over the bodies of heroes returned to 
their native sofl. It may well be that hundreds 
jcan never be brought back. The Mexicans, too, 
have machine guns and shrapnel. 

If we must fight, we must. But not until medi- 
ation has had its utmost test. Only barbarians 
will attempt to discourage the mediators.
